two ounces of powdered chalk or | 


one ounce of washing soda, with 
a pint of milk, and swallow it at 
one draught; then tickle the back 
of the throat with a feather or 
finger so as to produce vomiting. 


Afterwards drink freely of milk} 


and water, and repeat the vomit- 
ing so as to thoroughly wash ont 
the stomach. Any quantity of 
chalk or magnesia may be taken 
with safety, but sodain large quan- 
ties is injurious. IJ may add that 
the narcotics areexcepted. Milk 
is an antidote for almost all the 
poisons, and especially if followed 
by vomiting.”
